The 
loops can be made on your fingers, on 
a machine or using knitting needles. 


If you are left- 
handed, read on. 
Some people who 
are left-handed 
prefer to knit as 
right-handed 
people. Try that 
first. Others prefer 
to swop all the 
instructions to the 
opposite hand. 


Knitting needles 


Knitting needles come in different sizes. 

The smallest is 2mm and the largest standard size 
is 10mm. Big needles are used with thick yarn to 

make chunky fabric. Small needles are used with 
thin yarn to make fine fabric. 

In this book the crafts use 4mm and 6mm needles.

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Patterns 


- EFnitting (see page 
8426) and purling 
(see page 27) are 
all the stitches you 
need to know to 
make many different 
patterns. These are the 
ones used in this book. 


In garter stitch, sometimes called 
knit stitch, every row is done using 
the same basic knitting stitch. 


Double rib 


To make a double rib, the number of 
stitches has to be divisible by 4. 
Follow these instructions: 

Row 1 — Knit two stitches, purl two 
stitches, and repeat to the end 
of the row. Repeat until you have as 
much knitted fabric as you need. 


In stocking stitch, you knit a row 
of garter stitch (see page 26), 
then a row of purl stitch (see page 
27). Repeat until the knitting is 
the correct length. Stocking stitch 
gives a flat front (see the photo) 
but looks similar to garter stitch 
on the back. 
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Pull the needle 
and thread through 
to the knot. 


Push the needle 
through the fabric 
from the back. 


Push the needle through 
from the back about Smm 
away from the first stitch. 
Pull the needle and thread 
through and repeat along the 
length of the fabric.
